Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112' 



Claims 57 and 58 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, first and second paragraphs. The 
expression "psychotic disorders" lacks description in the specification as filed. Also, the method is 
not disclosed in such a manner that one could practice the claimed invention. The expression reads 
on a variety of diverse conditions which have distinct treatments. There is no indication of the nature 
of what is being treated and/or the effect of the instant active agents in such a treatment. There is 
no indication of methods of administration, dosages and the like. The specification must teach how 
to make and use the invention, not teach how to figure out for oneself how to make and use the 
invention. In re Gardner, 166 U.S.P.Q. 138. The expression fails to particularly point out the 
invention because there is no indication in the claim or the specification what is within the purview 
of the expression. The term "effective amount" fails to particularly point out the invention because 
there is no indication what effect is contemplated. 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. § 1 12 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact tenns as to enable any person skilled in the art to which 
it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same, and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming 
the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention.
